9 THE EXPECTED BULING. 

On the early part of the morning the anxiety 
and curiosity were centered on the prospective 
decision on the legal point raised and diecnssed 
by the defendant’s counsel yesterday, as it was 


the general opinion that McKee's fate 
was virtually involved in the color 
of the Court’s opinion. Judge Dillon 


lost no time in delivering his opinion after tak- 
ing his position on the bench, The gist of it 
appears elsewhere. The atiorneys for both the 
Government and the defense claim a victory for 
their respective sides. Voorhees says acquital 
is new unavoidable, and Broadhead claims that 
conviction is dead sure. The better opinion 
seems to be that the Judges decision does not 
decide at all,—reaily leaving the question where 
it was and suspending judgment on the compe- 
tency of the witnesses until all the evidence is 
in and the case is ready for the jury.

A NEW TRICK TO DEFRAUD THE GOVERNMENT. 

Says an exchange: The ingenuity of parties 
engaged iu the practice of defrauding the Gov- 
ernment through the evasion of tbe payment of 
the taxon whisky seems to be inexhaustible. 
The latest device has just been exposed through 
the efforts of Col. Hunt, Supervisor of In- 
ternal Revenue for the Ohio and Indiana Dis- 
trict, and consists in using barrels which are 
manufactured with the two staves opposite the 
bung about twice as thica as tue rest. By this

The coopers protested their innocence of 
any intent to defraud the Government, claiming 
that tuey were making the barrels strictly in ac- 
cordance with their orders, and supposed that 
the thick staves were put in simply tostrengthea 
the barrels—a view of the matter which the Su- 
pervisor could not be induced to accept.

NAVAL INVESTIGATION, 
Special inspatch to The Chicage Tribune. 


Wasarxoror, D. C., Jan. 25.—The Naval Com- 


mittee of the House are endeavoring to find a 
way to reduce the heavy expenses of the navy- 
yards throughout the country, and it is especial- 
ly desirable they should learn why the expenses 
are eo largely augmented just before important 
elections.

THE PROPOSED MONEY UNIT. : 
WasHiIneGron, Jau. 25.—The joint resolution 
offered vy Senator Sherman, pro a Cou ven- 
tion between the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, and which has attracted so much attention 
iu England, is forthe purpose of assumilaung 
the god coin and the moneys accoant of the two 
countries, on terms and conditions stated in 
resolution.

Con- 
tracts entered into in America previous to this 
contemplated change are to be settled on the 
basis of the present gold dollar. No alteration 
will be required in the silver coinsof dither 
couotry, such coms being subsidiary to the gold 
coin and sufficientiy over-vained to prevent 
their exportation. It is remarked by Treasury 
officials as somewhat siugular that the 
subject should have received s0 much 
commendation in the British press, while 
the objects to be attaived has not, so far 
as is known, been mentioned in the press of 
this country.

ING From $1 To $50,000—PoINTERS FOR OFFICE-

Wasarmorox, D. C., Jan. 25.—The State De- 


partment is notably reticeut upon all subjects 
relating to the Coosular or Diplomatic Service.

The people of Chicago are proper subjects 
for commiseration in consequence of the fail- 
ure of the effort of the Citizens’ Association 
to obtain from the Supreme Court a madanius 
upon the Common Council for the ordering 
of a special election for Mayor. It was 
earnestly hoped that the law was able to 
furnish a remedy for the grievuus infliction 
which has been suffered from the hold-overs 
and hangers-on with ‘which the City 
Government is cursed, and that an 
opportunity would be afforded for the 
municipal clearing-out which the people 
so ‘sorely need. But it appears that 
relief is as far away as ever, the Supreme 
Court being unable to agree upon a decision, 
as three of the Justices favored the issuance 
of the mandamus, three opposed it, the 
seventh, Justice Dickey, who been df 
counsel in the case, taking no part in its con- 
sideration. The Constitution requires the 
concurrence of a majority of the Supreme 
Court in rendering a decision, and a tie is 
equivalent to a negative decision in this case, 
as it is stricken from the docket.

SPECIE * CONTRAC~’ 
Mr. Morrison (Dem.), of Illinois, Chairman of 
the Committee of Ways and Means, has a Hill 
of his own preparation before that Committee, 
which, briefly stated, provides that the 
Treasury of the United States shall hold ‘and 
retain a certain amount of gold annually until 
it shall accumulate in a sum equal to 30 per 
cent of the outstanding greenback circula- 
tion; that the National Banks shall heard the 
gold interest received on the bonds deposited 
as security for their circulation until the gold 
equals.30 per cent of the bank circulation; 
when the Government and the banks shall’ 
have accumulated this amount of gold, they 
shall thereafter redeem their currency in 


amount of its own notes in its own vaults. 
All that this legislation can accomplish, there- 
fore, is to compel each bank to hold $14,000 
in coin with which to redeem $45,000 
of notes; but it will have the ef- 
fect of driving out of circulation 
$350,000,000 of bank notes now in active 
use for money purposes. Having thus 
driven the banks to withdraw their cireula- 
tion and to convert their bonds into active, 
capital, what currency will there then be to 
do business with? Not greenbacks, because 
the same bill which forces the bank notes out 
of circulation provides that the greenbacks 
shall also be retired. We assume that the 
means of the Government to obtain $120,- 
000,000 in gold for redemption purposes 
within six years will be sufficient to that end; 
then those notes, ceasing to be legal-tenders, 
will rapidly pass into the Treasury. At 
the end of the six years of prepa- 
ration” wé will have reached the 
condition af ving blotted out $720,- 
000,000 of and greenback. circu- 


lating paper, leaving $4,500,000,000 of debts 


contracted upon the basis of a depreciated 
paper to be paid somehow. It is hardly nec- 
essary to state the destructive effects of such 
a sweeping contraction. It would arrest the 
loans and discounts of every bank in the 
United States. It would render impossible 
the payments of the deposits. It would sus- 
pend every production ia the United States, 
and discharge millions of employes. Out of the 
prostration, bankruptcy, and wide-spread 
ruin, a new generation would in time rebuild 
new industries, and eventually restore com- 
merce on an exclusively hard-money basis. 
But if we are never to have specie payments 
except through general bankruptcy and ruim 
why put it off six years? Why not have the 
thing now? 

Apart from its effect upon the banks, 
the scheme itself is open to another 
grave objection. The annual accumula- 
tion of gold would have an immedi- 
ate effect upon the country, The an- 
nual accumulation required by this bill will 
be 520,000, 000 for the banks and $20,000,000 
for the Government—$40,000,000 for both. 
There will be that much retired from the use 
of the country. The surplus gold now col- 
lected by the Government goes back into cir- 
culation again by monthly public sales for 
greenbacks, and is bought by the importing 
merchants, so the banks sell the eighteen 
or twenty millions they receive on their bonds 
and take their pay in currency. But stop off 
these sales of upwards of forty millions a 
year and hoard the gold, then conceive the 
effect on the New York gold market—that is, 
on the value of greenbacks. It would un- 
questionably widen the difference between 
gold and paper, and the latter would fall 
from 88 to 80, 75 to 70, and down no one can 
tell how low. How long does Mr. Monntson 
suppose an outraged and oppressed. country 
would submit to this mode of preparation 
for resuming specie payments? Long before 
the expiration of his six years of preparation 
the whole hoarding scheme would be repealed, 
leaving the country more hopelessly at sea 
than it is even now. 

We repeat what we have often said, that 
any scheme of resumption which arbitrarily 
ignores the existing relations of creditors and 
debtors, and which compels the sudden con- 
traction of the paper currency in which the 
existing indebtedness was made and is pay- 
able, is an act of cruelty and oppression for 
which there is no necessity, and for which 
there can be ‘no justification and will be no 
toleration. Weare to have in the future a 
permanent national paper money, perma- 
nently irredeemable, and of necessity depre- 
ciated and fluctuating ; or we are to have a 
permanent standard of values, such 
as is common among the chief civ- 
ilized nations of the world, with such 
paper auxiliaries as the combined 
capital of the country may justify and the 
wants of trade will require. The Gov- 
ernment can exercise no function of banking, 
and it cannot keep a currency of its own at 
par which is not redeemable on demand. 
Bat how can it do this? We take it for 
granted that Mr. Morrison and Mr. Bun- 
cHABD both seek to put a stop to Government- 
al scrip currency.

Mr. Burcnarp, from this State, has pro- 
posed a bill requiring the National Banks to 
prepare for resuming specie payments by 
hoarding their gold receipts on their bonds 
until they have 20 per cent of their circula- 
tion stacked up in their vaults. 

Conceding to these gentlemen the best in- 
tentions in the world, they both misconceive 
the effects and the consequences certain to 
follow the legislation proposed by them re- 
specting the National Banks. There is no 
law and can be no law compelling men to 
establish and maintain National Banks. These 
are institutions organized for private profit, 
and are voluntary; they are established 
under an expectation that they will be profita- 
ble, and when the Banking law ceabes to offer 
that inducement they will withdraw their 
notes or surrender their charters and go put 
of existence. The question of bank circula- 
tion ia one on which there is a wide mistake 
in the public estimation. The pépular notion 
is, that it is exceedingly profitable, when in 
fact, asa general thing under present laws, 
it yields little or no profit, and often is a 
positive loss. The legislation proposed is, 
that for six years the banks shall “ pass” 5 


or 6 per cent of their dividends, and shall 
lock up, as a reserve, that much of their 
capital until 30 per cent shall be hoarded. 
The loss of 6 per cent annually of their 
profits, and its suspension for six years, is an 
obligation in the nature of ataxon circulation, 
and is of such a grievous character as toreniler 
circulation not only unprofitable but a heavy 
annual loss. The National Banks are now 


to have a specie standard of values at the 
earliest possible day, there is no occasion for 
sweeping the present currency out of exist- 
ence before a new one With specie values has 
been provided. 

Let Mr. Morrrson’s bill enact that a year 
hence greenbacks shall not be a legal-tender 
for contracts made after that date, but con- 
tinue to be s legal-tender for contracts made 
previously thereto, with the right on the part 
of the holder to fund or interchange such 
greenbacks into 3.65 gold bonds. These 
bonds and notes will continue to be used as 
currency in buying and selling, as well as in 
paying old debts. Meanwhile the National 
Banks will retire their old notes and reissue 
as many new gold notes as may be profitable 
and they are able to take care of and redeem. 
The inducement would be materially strength- 
ened by allowing them to issue $100 of notes 
for $100 of bonds, instead of $90 of notes, ag 
at present. Thus the banks would furnish 
the country a gold currency, and that, too, 
without contraction or distress to those in 
debt. 

The whole business of the count?y would 
adapt itself to the change, while the existing 
currency taken at ita coin value for current 
business will remain in the hands of the 
people available as legal-tender in the pay- 


ment of the vast indebtedness of the past. 


As this currency performs its functions, and 
daily becomes less necessary, and is in fact 
superseded gradually by the new and specie- 
backed paper of the banks, it will gradually

TAX CASES. 
THE PULLMAN PALACE CAR COMPANY.

The original cost of the Companys cars 
was $454,785.70, but the companies to whom 
they ere leased all taxes on them. In May 
last, also, the indebtedness of the Company 
amounted to $2,747,000.
